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1. A\nethod for fabricating muntin grid pieces wherein each muntin grid piece 
includes\an inner muntin grid element and an outer muntin grid element; the 
muntin grid\>ieces being capable of being assembled into a muntin bar grid for 
a window; the\nethod comprising the steps of: 

(a) providing an inner muntin grid element having a length; 

(b) providindan outer muntin grid element having a length; 

(c) spreading njje outer muntin Arid eMment open; 

(d) positioning tfte inner muntirtjprid element adjacent the spread open 
outer muntin bar element\and 

(e) closing the outer\nuntin grid element around the inner muntin bar 
element. 
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2. The method of claim 1 , wherein step (b) includes the step of slitting a tube- 
shaped outer muntin grid element! 
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3. The method of claim 1, wherein Step (e) includes the step of allowing the 
memory of the outer muntin grid element to close the outer muntin grid element 
around the inner muntin grid element. 
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4. Tfre method of claim 1, wherein step (b) includes the step of providing the 
outer muntin grid element with at least one protruding foot that increases the 
width of thexauter muntin grid element. 

5. The method oYclaim 1, wherein step (b) includes the step of providing an 
outer muntin grid element fabricated from a flexible material. 
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6. The method of claim 5, wherein the flexible material is a foam. 



7. The method of claim 6, wherein the foaln includes a desiccant. 




8. The method of claim 1, wherein^step (b) includes the step of providing an 
outer muntin grid element having a rounded cross sectional shape. 
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9. The method of claim 1, wherein step (a) includes the step of providing an 
outer muntin grid element having a rectangular cross sectional shape. 
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1 0. The method of claim 1 , wherein step (a) includes the step of roll forming the 
muntin grid element. 
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1 1 . The method of claim 1 , further comprising the step of assembling the muntin 
pieces together to form a grid after the outer muntin grid elements are connected 
to the inner muntin grid elements. 



12. A method for fabricating muntin grid pieces wherein each muntin grid piece 
includes an inner muntin grid element and an outer muntin grid element; the 
muntin grid pieces beingVcapable of being assembled into a muntin bar grid for 
a window; the method corr\prising the sj^ps of: 

(a) providing an inner\muntin fcrjid etd^ent having a length; 

(b) providing an outer muntin grf^l element having a length; and 

(c) positioning the outenmuntin grid element with respect to the inner 
muntin grid element such that\he outer muntin grid element substantially 
surrounds the inner muntin grid elfement. 



1 3. The method of claim 12, wherein step (b) includes the step of providing an 
outer muntin grid element having a roumded cross sectional shape. 



14. The method of claim 12, wherein stepVb) includes the step of providing an 
outer muntin grid element having a rectangular cross sectional shape. 



15. The method of claim 12, wherein step (qj) includes the step of sliding the 
outer muntin grid element over the inner muntin grid element. 
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16. Th&method of claim 12, further comprising the step of assembling the 
muntin pieces together to form a grid after the outer muntin grid elements are 
connected to\he inner muntin grid elements. 



1 7. The method ot claim 1 2, wherein step (c) includes the step of wrapping the 
outer muntin grid element around the inner muntin grid element. 

1 8. The method of claim \7, further cqfppfri^ing the step of connecting the outer 
muntin grid element to the ftnner munth qird element with an adhesive. 

1 9. The method of claim 1 8, furrier comprising the step of providing a flat outer 
muntin grid element. 

20. The method of claim 19, further \omprising the step of providing the outer 
muntin grid element in a roll. 




21 . The method of claim 12, wherein stepVb) includes the step of providing the 
outer muntin grid element in the form of a collapsed parallelogram. 

22. The method of claim 21 , further comprising the step of providing the outer 
muntin grid element in a roll. 
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237S& muntin grid piece adapted to be used to form a muntin bar grid for a 
window; m^muntin grid piece comprising: 

an inner mDl^it^ grid element; 

an outer muntin griafet^ment; and 

the outer muntin grid elementsbf^unding at least three sides of the inner 
muntin grid element. 



^^^24. The muntin grid piece of claim 23, wherein the outer muntin grid element is 
fabricated from a foam material. 

25. The muntin grid piece of cla^n 24, wherein the outer muntin grid element 
has a desiccant. 

26. The muntin grid piece of £laim 23, wherein the outer muntin grid element 
defines a slit. 

27. The muntin grid piece c^f claim 26, wherein the slit in the outer muntin grid 
element defines opposed ends; the opposed ends being angled. 



28. The muntin grid piece /of claim 23, wherein the outer muntin grid element is 
in the form of a tube disposed around the inner muntin grid element.

29. The muntin grid piece of claim 23, wherein the outer muntin grid element is 
connected to the iniw muntin grid element with a connector. 

30. The muntin grid piece of claim 23, wherein the outer muntin grid element 
includes ax least one protruding foot that increases the width of the outer muntin 
grid element. 
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
